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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Consider claim 1,9,17,21. Villa-Real in view of Myllymakki, the nearest prior art, 

fails to teach a mobile client device comprising a palm sized body, a plurality of sensors 
to sense and output of a bio-metric of a user holding the mobile client device, the 
sensors being disposed at a plurality of locations of the palm sized body allowing at 
least a subset of the sensors to be in contact with the user's hand including at least one 
of the finger and palm; and means to infer a manner in which the device is being head 
by one of the user's hands, as characterized by the sensor contact configuration of the 
holding hands finger/palm and to generate measurement of a bio-metric of a user using 
a subset of the bio-metric data output by the sensors, based on the inferred hand 
holding manner characterized by the sensor contact configuration of the holding hands 
finger/palm.
